The scene was the 300 yard match at 
Mainville on July 14. The event was the 
last record target. The time was the last 
shot. The situation revealed that the Edi- 
tor was about to break his own 300 yard 
aggregate record. The last round was 
placed in the rifle, the wind was evalu- 
ated and the trigger was pulled. SNAP!!! 
was all that could be heard. 

When the bolt was opened it was 
found that the primer was seated in the 
primer pocket upside down. One very 
shook-up shooter reached for the other 
box of cases, fired a few sighters before 
putting one in the group, and finished 
the record group. What happened? 


You guessed It! | blew it badly. | still 
bettered my .4043 record with a .3755 but 
Gary Ocock had a .3643. That is another 
story and we will give Gary his glory 
when the results of that shoot arrive. 

My last errant shot, caused by the ner- 
vous confusion of the primer firing, went 
out enough to cost me the match, and 
the record. Had that shot remained in the 
group, and | am sure the other case 
would have, | would have had a .3610 
and the bag of marbles. Instead | was left 
holding the bag. 

What is the moral to all this? Simply 
this: look at all of your primers as you 
seat them. | was using a modified Lee 
tool with a primer feed tray attached. All 
the primers were in the correct position 
when | placed the plastic slide on top. 
Apparently one of them tilted as it en- 
tered the opening for the seating of the 
primer. A plain Lee tool would have 
forced me to seat each primer after drop- 
ping it into the opening by hand. | would 
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then have had a visible check on each 
one. | hope | have gained something 
from the experience. Perhaps you can 
too. 

The picture at the beginning of this lit- 
tle tale is a vivid reminder what it looks 
like, in case you have never seen a 
primer seated upside down. Look at it 
again!

All the preceeding was food for 
thought after it happened and there is 
perhaps another tale to be told from it. | 
will try to share that with you. 

We arrive at a match with the notion 
that we will have to shoot a .0000 some- 
thing group to win anything and that the 
aggregate will have to be equally small 
for anyone to give us akiss and atrophy. 
Is that really why we are there? 

Each of us should arrive at the match 
determined to better our previous best 
group or aggregate rather than deter- 
mined to smash the crowd into oblivion 
with each group. 

It is good to have goals such as those 
but most times they are not practical. 
The odds are too much against us. | will 
try to use my own case as a sample. 

There is no doubt in my mind that | can 
shoot the 300 yard event well, for many 
reasons. Foremost is the fact that | really 
like the 300 yard event. | learned shoot- 
ing at Camp Perry style events and relish 
the longer ranges. The 100 and 200 yard 
matches are simply too short to be much 
fun, at least in my opinion. 

| feel that | can read conditions out 
there when | cannot see what is killing 
me at 100 yards. Confidence is what it is, 
| guess. Confidence is the greater part of 
any activity. If you think you can— you 
will. 

Add to this avery hot 300 yard rifle and 
| go into each 300 yard event with the 
feeling that | can do it. | wait with much 
enthusiasm for each match at the longer 
yardage. It is sort of like the kid waiting 
for the soft ice cream man. 

Each time | enter a 300 yard match | try 
to better my previous best mark, in that 
case the existing record. | did that very 
thing and felt good for it. 

The fact that Gary Ocock beat me was 
fine with me. | would have liked to see 
another record certificate on my shelf 
but was very glad to see a good shooter 
take my place. | know exactly how he felt 
for | have been there. 

Was | sad? NO! | had ventured to 
Mainville to better my .4043 and | did it. 
That was my goal for the day. On that 
particular day | managed to do just what 
| had set out for. | was quite content with 
myself, as | rightly should have been. It 
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was a good day. 

On the other hand | can relate days of 
trials and tribulations at something 
which is supposed to be easy, namely 
the 100 yard matches. Whoever says 
they are easy, in my opinion, has as 
many rocks in their head as | am ac- 
cused of when | say that 300 yard com- 
petition is not difficult or frustrating. It is 
all a matter of viewpoint, not to mention 
experience and confidence. There is 
that all important word again. 

At 100 yards | strain, sweat and get all 
sorts of miserable trying to put together 
good aggregates. | can shoot a .4500 at 
100 yards and turn around with a .3050 at 
200 yards. Put up a 300 yard target and 
my groups get smaller than most at 200. 
The 100 yard line presents all sorts of 
problems for me, many of them residing 
in my head. 

| started in this sport in 1973. It was at 
least 1975 till | shot an aggregate in the 
low 4’s. Long about 1977 | was able to 
get into the middle 3’s with one memora- 
ble winter shoot at .3009 during 1976. 
Still | was stuck with mostly 4’s when it 
counted. 

Ever determined to improve on my 
scores | would enter each match with 
enthusiasm, fire a few groups and depart 
the aggregate with no pleasure for the 
score was too big. | still forged on, 
however. 

Somehow during 1978 things man- 
aged to improve. | have been able to 
shoot two aggregates in the .27’s. Too 
little — too late, however, as the leaders 
are shooting 1’s for aggregate and | am 
still far behind. 

Do | feel beaten at the matches? Yes, 
but not as badly for | can see my per- 
sonal scores improving slightly with 
each year. | might just make a good 100 
yard shooter if | live long enough. 

My point to all shooters, whether your 
experiences are many or you are just 
beginning, is to set your own goals with 
regard to your experience and present 
position. Strive to improve with an eye to 
eventually hitting that super aggregate 
or tiny group you so often see. In time 
they will come. 

Keep your advancement foremost in 
your mind but do not let it become dulled 
by the fact that some hot-stick has just 
smashed the goal by a margin equal to 
the distance to the moon, as far as you 
are concerned. 

You are the key to your competition 
and only if you can see personal im- 
provement will the match mean a thing. 
Enjoy it as a total experience with your 
little advancement being the important 
part of it all. Perhaps you will enjoy each 
match more with this in mind. 


Perhaps if we can achieve this the 
benchrest experience will mean more 
than just another 27th. place finish. | 
know that it helps me, at least at 100 
yards. Keep trying. Someday we will all 
make it like we hope.

“I cannot buy 
brass for either, why bother!” ‘‘The BR is 
just a fat PPC.” “Fifty cents a case — 
they’re nuts!’”’ ‘‘My BR is the best thing 
since peanut butter.”’

The International Corner 


WEST GERMAN 
BENCHREST CENTER 


by Lt. Col. Rick Hornbeck 


A Benchrest Center has been estab- 
lished in West Germany to serve other 
future benchrest shooters and clubs 
within Germany. This center has been 
formulated by Peter Hammerich in 
Munchen. During recent months | have 
been corresponding with Peter. In addi- 
tion, we had the good fortune to meet 
Peter and Mrs. Hammerich at Super 
Shoot VI where we had several visits and 
were given some insight regarding their 
progress, plans and problems. 

Like other countries we have had con- 
tact with, government regulations con- 
trolling firearms offer obstructions to 
progress. For example, a rifle must be 
proof marked by a government agency 
before use. A typical problem is that a ri- 
fle that is made in this country by a 
gunsmith who builds benchrest rifles 
would be received with a tight neck

The 6 mm Int. loads listed in the load- 
ing manuals will operate satisfactorily in 
your 6 mm - 250 as starting loads. 

My 6 mm - 250 in a Hunter Class rifle, 
used for running deer matches, etc., but 
not for Hunter Class shooting, takes up 
to 36 gr. of H4895 using a Detsch 62 gr. 
bullet. This load shows evidence of 
being quite accurate. The 4X scope on 
the rifle would need to be changed for a 
higher power in order to realize the full 
accuracy potential. If you try this load 
start at about 33 gr. and work up. 

One of the favorite loads in the 6 mm 
Int. with 75 gr. bullets is 30 gr. of 3031. 
This is not a hot load and the 6 mm - 250

Only recently the product pictured 
here arrived at our desk from Lee 
Custom Engineering. From the moment 
the package was opened it looked in- 
teresting. 

How could Lee improve on the ever 
present aluminum job that so many of us 
rely on almost daily? No small job; it has 
been done and the result will delightfully 
surprise you. 

Made of a flex nylon material it is vir- 
tually unbreakable. If it does break from 
normal service it will be replaced on the 
Lee 2 year warranty. 

The new product is a “‘unitized’’ item 
which basically means that you cannot 
change the heads. Each one must be or- 
dered with the shellholder of choice. 

Initial appearances indicate that this 
tool has some of the old features plus a 
few new ones. A finger notch is added 
on the back side to allow a firmer grip on 
the tool. A good idea. 

Inside the priming punch is moved up- 
ward by a steel bearing rather than by 
the knuckle of the aluminum tool. The 
bearing will be less likely to wear. 

The handle is a bit longer and a lot 
thinner. In use it was noticed that this 
handle flexes as the primer is seated. 
Some will like this as it can serve as sort 
of a gauge on the seated primer. Others 
will not like it for they will feel that it 
destroys some of the sensitivity of the 
tool. Time will tell us what it does. 

| look for Rick Hornbeck to run his 
primer seating test on this tool. We will 
await his word on it.

The Original “Little Dripper’’ Celebrates 
Its Silver Anniversary 
A. H. Angerman 


Any shooter who has ever weighed out 
powder charges (and who hasn’t at one 
time or another), is aware of the fuss and 
frustration associated with the spooning 
or otherwise dribbling in the last few 
granules to balance the scales. And any- 
one who has done a lot of weighing will 
be familiar with ‘‘The Little Dripper,” a 
reloading gadget that is now 25 years 
old and which is now being offered in 
the improved electronic version, shown 
below. 


The original dripper was invented by 
Ted Smith, Shooters Accessory Supply, 
North Bend, Oregon, 97459. Like other 
shooters, Ted also had trouble feeding 
the last bit of powder onto the scales 
and had a yen to do something about it. 
At the beginning of his search for some 
kind of gadget, he filled a piece of tubing 
with powder and, by turning it slowly 
with his fingers, was able to drip a few 
granules out as needed. This soon 
became a nerve wracking pain in the 
lower part of the anatomy. One dark 
night, after a bit of insomnia, he hit on an 
idea, leaped out of bed, ran down to his 
shop and fabricated the first little drip- 
per. It was nothing more than a short 
length of tubing capable of rotating in an 
upright cylindrical hopper of powder. 

Ted wasn’t too keen at first on making 
these gadgets for sale; never thought 
he’d ever make them in volume, so he 
never applied for a patent. But the word 
got around and shooters continued to 
ask for them. In late 1953 — early 1954 
he stuck an ad in “Shooters News,” 
offering the little dripper for sale at $2.25 
postpaid. Ted had relatively little trouble 
making the drippers fast enough but he 
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ran his wife ragged gluing the cardboard 
shipping boxes together! 

Ted sold over a half million of them 
before others proliferated the idea, offer- 
ing similar assorted drippers, tricklers, 
drabblers, little kernels, dribblers, little 
grainers and big red tricklers. Some 
were made out of plastic, others were of 
aluminum or of cast iron. One was 
shaped like a cobra and the powder spit 
out of its mouth! Another had an auger 
inside the feed tube, making it a 
miniature screw conveyor. 

In the meanwhile, Ted improved his 
original ‘‘Little Dripper’’ by adding a 
base that could be tilted depending on 
the flow characteristics of the powder 
being dispensed. This latest version 
sells for $4.50. 

But oh, not enough! Ted has now 
come up with the very latest and 
sophisticated in drippers. It features the 
addition of a small vibrator and a spring 
loaded on-off switch. Operating off any 
110 volt household circuit it allows the 
dripper to be placed behind the scales 
out of the way of the pan. 

The flow of powder is controlled at any

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desired rate by adjustments of the feeder 
tube angle, by the intensity of the vibra- 
tor and of course by the on-off switch. 
The vibrator is actuated in a manner that 
precludes arcing, so there's little chance 
of setting the rig on fire. Nevertheless it 
might be a good idea to unplug it when 
not in use. | checked the dripper and it 
works as advertised. The feeder tube, 
however, was a bit too short for my 
scales, and | considered the bare 110 
volt connections at the vibrator to be 
somewhat of a hazard. 

Most benchrest shooters no longer 


weigh each and every powder charge, 
particularly if the powders are of the ball 

r ‘‘Reloader’’ 7 granule size. The larger 
log type powders tend to jam up the 
measure, cut or otherwise make it 
difficult to get reliably uniform charges. 
And if these charges are at or near max- 
imum you'll find most handbooks recom- 
mending weighing to avoid the chance 
of going overboard. In this case Ted 
Smith's electronic dripper might come in 
handy. It’s priced at $9.50 and like an 
electric toothbrush, it’s for the man who 
thinks he has everything.

OPTIC INSIGHT 


Have you ever looked through a fellow 
shooter’s scope and found that the im- 
age was fuzzy, smoky and generally dis- 
torted yet the owner indicates that he 
can see fine through it, and in great 
detail? There are several good reasons 
for this situation. The following is 
offered as an insight to the number of 
factors that influence scope design and 
shooter limitations. 

First, as has been pointed out in the 
past, a scope is received from the 
manufacturer adjusted for what they 
have determined to be average eyes. 
They make these final adjustments 
before shipping top quality optical 
equipment. Some who become proud 
owners of these scopes can remove 
them from the box and, without any ad- 
justments whatsoever, see the reticule 
instantly sharp and distinct. They may 
have good standard 20-20 sight or wear 
corrective lens. On the other hand, 
another marksman who is blessed with 
perfect vision may have to adjust the 
ocular lens to acquire the same degree 
of sharpness. There is good reason for 
this. 

During WWII there were some detailed 
studies carried out by the U.S. govern- 
ment to determine, among other factors, 
how large the exit pupil should be for ac- 
ceptable vision through optical systems. 
They found that, even with perfect vi- 
sion, different people needed different 
diameters of exit pupil to see through 
optical systems for a given level of 
luminosity and resolution. The exit pupil 
is measured in millimeters at the eye 
relief distance from the ocular lens. 
These studies found that for the average 
person 2.5 mm was required in bright 
sunlight, 3.5 mm was necessary when 
the sky was clouded over, and 5.0 mm at 
dusk. 

If you happen to be one of these 
“average’’ people, those figures are 
valid. Question is: How do you find out if 
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you are average? For desirable levels of 
sight through optics we would hope for 
an exit pupil of 3.5 to 4.0 mm. 

If our scope is honestly made and ad- 
vertised the size of the exit pupil can be 
determined by dividing the size of the 
objective lens in millimeters by the mag- 
nifying power. This gives some insight 
into what problems we offer the scope 
makers as we demand higher and higher 
magnifying powers, light weight and 
smaller objective lens. Remember — the 
more glass there is in the lens system the 
more weight is added. 

The size of the objective lens controls 
two things — the amount of light that en- 
ters the scope and the size of the exit 
pupil. For our purpose that lens has to 
be limited in size to prevent mounting 
the scope too far up in the air for barrel 
clearance. 

Let us see what happens to the exit 
pupil as we raise the power of the scope. 
In our example we’ll use a scope that 
sports a 51 mm (2.0079”’) objective lens. 
When we look at specs. for a scope we 
might pay attention to the terms used. It 
may be written as “objective aperture”’ 
or ‘“‘objective cell diameter’. The objec- 
tive cell diameter is the physical size of 
the front lens and the objective aperture 
is the size of the opening that allows 
light to enter the scope. The latter will be 
smaller because of the rings that cover 
part of the lens to mount it. We find that 
our 51 mm objective aperture at 20X will 
have an exit pupil of about 2.5 mm. The 
same scope with a power of 30X has an 
exit pupil of about 1.7 mm. If our eyes 
function at something less than the 
average you might not see with the 
desired level of detail required for 
benchrest competition with a 30X scope. 
You might be better off with a 25 or even 
a 20X scope. All this is offered as food 
for thought for those who are about to 
go up in scope power because of the 
great growth in the popularity of higher 
powered scopes. 

Another factor that should be kept in 


mind is that the competitors who are 
going up in power are managing to over- 


come built in limitations relative to 
scopes and eyes due to their experience 
over the years. They have adapted and 
find that with just a limited amount of 
use they can see just fine with any power 
they wish to try. This indicates that if the 
higher power gives the competitor some 
problems a little practice may very well 
prove he or she is adaptable and can use 
that added detail of image to great ad- 
vantage at a match. 

One of the more popular scopes found 
at every match has always seemed very 
smoky to me regardless of how many 
different scopes of the same model | 
have examined. Its size, power and 
weight has made it a popular scope. | 
haven't seen the inside of the scope but | 
suspect, based on limited knowledge 
about optics, that this scope has a lens 
system with a greater number of lens-air 
surfaces than most. Another factor is the 
internal design of the scope with regard 
to stopping light from bouncing all over 
the place. All these factors will cause a 
scope to look smoky. The quality of the 
glass from which the lenses were made 
can also influence this. 

The procedures that are required to 
obtain top quality lenses are a primary 
factor concerning the higher cost of lens 
found in desirable optics. When we look 
through a scope that is clear and sharp 
we have a scope that the manufacturer 
has designed with the very minimum of 
optical and mechanical compromise. It 
simply takes more manhours to make 
quality lens systems and properly mount 
them in the tube. 

Another indicator of the quality of the 
lens system is to examine the clearness 
of the image around the outside edges of 
the field. Lower power hunting scopes 
should offer no distortion whatsoever. 
As power goes up in our target scopes 
there should be little, if any. Distortion 
around the edge of the field cuts down 
the useful field of view and the field is 
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mighty small at 20 power, and above, to 
begin with. For a given optical system 
used in one popular scope the field is 
five feet at 100 yards at 20X and drops to 
3.1 feet at 30X. The quality of the lenses 
should be such that there is no distortion 
to cut that limited field down. The scope 
used in this example has no distortion of 
any great amount even at 36X. 

As repeatedly pointed out in the past 
the very clearness and sharpness of the 
reticule is possibly only after the ocular 
lens is properly adjusted for the in- 
dividual eye. The very best resolution is 
obtained when the parallax for a given 
range is removed. As power goes up and 
up, these two adjustments become more 
and more critical. Any limitation of the 
eye due to age, glasses or eye disease, 
even minor in nature, adds to the impor- 
tance of these adjustments. And only the 
person who is using the scope can ad- 
just and evaluate the image. There is no 
reason for compromise. The manufac- 
turer has designed these adjustments 
into the scope and expects the owner to 
use them. 

Let’s review what happens as light 
(image) enters the scope and is passed 
through to our eye. The light-enters the 
objective lens. This is amighty important 
lens because it size controls the amount 
of light that is available to start with. It is 
in proportion to magnification to obtain 
enough light for the power of the scope. 
The image is turned upside down and 
reversed. The system of erecting lenses 
turns the light right side up and right and 
left objects go back where they belong. 

The light now enters the ocular lens at 
the rear of the scope and comes up to 
the desired level of magnification. The 
light now is focused properly and at full 
field at the eye relief distance. But there 
are a lot more than two or three lens in- 
volved. By combining different shaped 
lenses, made of different kinds of glass, 
the quality of the lens system is im- 
proved and the different colors of light 
are properly routed to the eye. Several 
lenses are cemented together to ac- 
complish this, thereby cutting down the 
number of air-glass surfaces — each of 
which reflects away a percentage of the 
light trying to enter or depart the lens. 

To overcome this reflection, to some 
degree, each air-glass surface is coated 
(usually vaporized magnesium). Without 
coating, about 5% of the light at each 
surface would be reflected away and 
things would become rather dim at the 
eye. With coating, only about 0.5% is 
lost per surface. 

In the end, if we expect the scope 
makers to go up in power we are going 
to give up something along the way;

light weight, small objective lenses, pre- 
sent eye relief, exit pupil size and bright- 
ness of image. To obtain some relief 
from some of these factors, we are going 
to pay more money for it. That’s the real 
world of optics. 

Benchrest competitors are demanding 
30X scopes in light, short packages and, 
at this point in time, the only source | am 
aware of is Wally Siebert. Wally has 
devised a simple method of bringing 20X 
and 25X scopes, of some makes and 
models, up to 30, 32 and as high as 36X 
without a great deal of increase in 
weight and without major fall-off of 
scope performance. The most current 
price list | have for these modifications 
runs about $35.00 per conversion. Wally 
indicates that a smaller cross hair is 
desirable at a slightly additional charge. 

If you are interested in such work, 
send a self addressed envelope to W. H.

The more 
popular scopes currently in use in com- 
petition, as well as many others, can be 
serviced by Wally. 

Of the converted scopes that | have 
had a chance to inspect, | am very im- 
pressed with the opitcal quality main- 
tained. | hope to have a scope undergo 
conversion in the coming year and will 
report on that at some future date. 

Meanwhile, we in the benchrest busi- 
ness place the scope manufacturers be- 
tween a rock and a hard place. They are 
aware of our desires for higher power 
scopes that are light in weight, compact 
— with a reasonable objective lens 
diameter and equipped with internal ad- 
justments that are positive and dependa- 
ble. The big hang-up is higher power 
and maintaining good image quality. We 
are small in number. 

The cost of tooling up for this type of 
project will take your breath away. These 
folks have got to gamble that the 
benchrest gang is really going to buy a 
lot of scopes. Lyman, as well as Leupold, 
took quite a gamble when they tooled up 
for the Lyman 25 LWBR and Leupold 
24X. I'd just suspect that Unertl has 
some drawings on the board. Their BV20 
is a fine little scope, but the trend is 
away from 20X upward with internal 
reticule adjustments. Unertl has the 
ability to do this also. If something new 
is indeed in the offing, it will deserve 
close inspection. Let’s face it friends; 
we'd be hard pressed to see as well as 
we do down range if it were not for 
Lyman, Leupold and Unertl.
